WASHINGTON, April 28-—Re- 
quest for Congressional authority 
to permit the Indians of Califor- 
nia to present claims against thé 
government to the Court of Claims 
for adjudication wae made today 
before the House Indian Affaire 
Committee. 

Spokeamen for the Indiana, tn-' 
ciuding six members of their own 
race, Frederick G. Collett, exzecu- 
tive representative of tho. Indian 
Board of Co-operation of Califor- 
nie. and Represéntative Raker, 
Democrat, California, declared tie 
claims were just and the govoru- 
ment owed- it te the Indians of 
that State te permit them te go 
before the Court of Clana with 
their case, to be ee hoa there “as 
a matter of justice.” 

Exclusive of the $4,000,000 given 
the Indians of California for relief 
4 Mr. Collett dedlared 
the Federal government had never 
given them a penny fér compensa- 
tion. He declared that when the 
Renate rejected in 1862 the eight- 
een treaties which the government 
negotiated with the I it did 
not have information before it 
from the government agents re- 
vealing the justice of the claims 
contained in the treaties. 

“The Indlans from New York 
to the Wee," Mr. Raker said, 
‘have been compensated for their 
claims. Those in California never 
have. The government took their 
lands when the gold rieh came in 
and left them holding the bas- 
ket. There ie more merit in their 
claims than in those already ad- 
justed with Indians of other States, 
and they only ask authority to let 
the Court of Claims hear the case 
ane decide it as a matter of jue- 
tice.” 

Mr. Collett*testified that the In- 
fians of California had been neg- 
lected by the government because 
they were peaceful.

BRIQUET FIRES SAID 
TO ELIMINATE FROST 


MUCH INTEREST MANIFESTED 
IN DEMONSTRATION AT 
COVINA TODAY 


A briquet fire burned between 
the rows of citrus fruit trees will 
eliminate the danger of frost, was 
the statement yesterday of Champ 
8S. Vance, vice-president of the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion, who has been invited to dem- 
onstrate his plan before the dele- 
gates to the frost protection con- 
ference at Covina today. Cit- 
rus and walnut growers of South- 
ern and Central California will 
meet in Covina to discuss methods 


An invitation from the Covina 
Chamber of Commerce has been 
extended to Mr. Vance to demon- 
strate his plan. With a series of 
fire pots placed between the rows 
of citrus or walnut trees Mr. Vance 
deciares that by using briquets heat 
can be radiated in an orchard in 
such a manner that the danger of 
frost will be eliminated. 

By a device which he has pat- 
ented and which will be demon- 
strated at Covina, the briquets are 
to be ignited in forty-five seconds, 
and will burn, Mr. Vance says, for 
four hours. Thus ten pounds of 
carbon briquets in a conica)-shaped 
fire pot give out « sufficient 
heat for from one to four frees for 
four hours. 

There is no smoke nu no 
grease or sooty grit which been 
so objectionable to the housewife. 
The briquet. Mr. Vance declares, 
will prove a boon to the citrus fruit 
men, because of its remarkable 
heat content, greater than coal, 
and with only a few pounds of 
ashes to the ton. Frank Mable and 
Charlies Robert of the local corpo- 
ration will make the demonstra- 
tion.

It is interesting to note that cost 
of Beau Nash's rules of conduct 
refer to the vulgarism of “taking 
offense.” Instance after instance 
arises in the stories of him by 
which it is obvious that he con- 
siders hypersensitive people im- 
possible, too utterly crude to be 
associated with his charmed cir- 
cle. His theory appears to be that 
one should select one’s friends snd 
acquaintances with all due caution 
—and then accept them as free 
agents and always give them cred- 
it for the best intentions. The sort 
of egotism that sees slights and 
offenses in the most ordinary se- 
lective preferences, like not being 
invited to a party or not being 
asked to dance or not being called 
upon or formally recognized or 
criticising a guest’s table manners 
—Beau Nash considered the sort 
of unseemly nuisance far more in- 
tmical to delightful relations than 
any of the omissions or commis- 
sions which occasioned the offense. 


Thus the offended was far more cul- 


pable than the offender. 

To offend is human, not to take 
offense divine. It is so dreadfully 
easy to hurt some people's feelings. 
How dare they leave such delicate 
sentitive feelings around to be 
hurt? Feelings like that are vul- 
gar. Beau Nash said so two hun- 
dred years ago and his rules are 
still good among “nice” people. If 
one is unfortunate enough to pos- 
sess feelings like that they should 
be locked away with the family 
skeleton.

NOTABLE CONCERT 


PHILHARMONIC CLOSES 
STRONG PROGRAM 


By Fdwin Schaliert 
That inspiration which presents 


a vista of the future, pervaded the 
symphonic program of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra yesterday 
afternoon at the Auditorium. The 
concert signalized the close of the 
third season, and was potential 
both in presentation and in the re- 
ception tendered by the audience. 
Conductor Walter Henry Rothwell 
wae recalled eseveral times after 
each number, and the musicians 
of the orchestra weré applauded 
with a gratifying show of enthusi- 
ascn. 

The concert was reserved to the 
membership. of the orchestra 
which means that no visiting solo- 
ist was presented. — 

The novelty of the program was 
the playing of Ravel's introduction 
and Allegro for harp, with string 
orchestra, flute and clarinet. Al- 
fr.4 Kastner, whose virtuosity is 
well established, assumed the solo 
obligation in this new 
inte modernity. 

For the rest the program was | 
retrospective. Tt included 
thoven's Fifth Symphony, whic 
I believe, was played at the ion 
concert of the orchestra, Gliere’s 
Symphonic Poem, “Leb Syrenes,” 
which was on the opening program ' 
this season, and Wagner's “Ride of 
the Valkyries.” 

I recall that Mr. Rothwell made 
& notable impression at his first 
concert with the Becthoven sym- 
eee apex perhaps of the 
classic art 
ago, and. there has been a mani- 
fest growth in the resources of the 
orchestra since that time. It was 
apparent that the director availed 
himself of this growth, and his in- 
terpretation was undoubtedly one 
of the most convincing he has ever 
achieved with Beethoven. The 
climax of the first movement and 
the Allegro and Finale were the 
most vivid in texture, and though 
Rothwell inclired to a dramatic 
reading, there could be no doubt of 
the force and potency which this 
reading carried to his listeners. I 
feel that it waa one of the best 
renditions of a classical number 
that has been given under his 


baton. 

Glilere’s tone poem Syrenes,” 
a work that is remarkably lucid 
ictoriaily, showed even more. 
rilliantivy than on ita 
rendition the instrumental strength 
of the orchestra. Shimmering 
tonal effects shed their light over 


the depiction of the Homeric 
catastrophe, suggested in the 
titling.
